1. Claims 1-11 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: US 2003/014071 1 
was cited in the PCT search report as anticipating the currently pending claims. However, 
analysis of said reference shows that heat is not transferred into or from the inflow region of the 
borehole itself, as is currently claimed. The cited reference only discloses the cooling of 
produced formation fluids uphole through the use of a heat exchanger. Thus, the reference, 
either alone or in combination, fails to teach vital limitations of the claimed invention.
